Circleville Public Library issued 
154,622 books during 1940. This 
figure Is an 
increase of 
19,714 
books over the total circulation of 
134,908 for the preceding twelve 
month period. 
The 1940 circulation, represent­ 
ing a monthly average of nearly 
12,855 books was distributed from 
the main library in Circleville and 
the Bookmobile which stops at all 
schools and villages in Pickaway 
County. 
The Bookmobile also stops at 
the Orient State Institution where 
a number of doctors and nurses 
make use of the library service, 
and at the Children's Home. Ap­ 
proximately 25 children visit the 
truck calls at the County Home 
every 
two 
weeks after 
school 
hours. The children take out about 
40 books each time for their rec­ 
reational reading and supplemen 
tary reading for school. The main 
library 
circulation fo r the 
year 
was 
61,172 
volumes; the 
total 
bookmobile circulation was 93,450 
for the same period. 
A large percentage of the cir­ 
culation 
was in juvenile 
fiction 
with adult fiction holding second 
place. Books dealing with the me 
chanical and useful arts, science, 
government, travel, history, poli 
Heal science, biography and eco 
nomics showed increased use. 
The staff at the main library 
during the last year answered ap­ 
proximately 
2260 reference 
and 
research questions, an average of 
188 each month. School children 
and various club members writing 
reports were responsible for the 
bulk 
of these questions 
which 
ranged from “W hat is the nation­ 
al flower of the U. S .?” and the 
names of the Supreme Court Jus­ 
tices 
to identifying 
wildflowers 
and locating a colored picture of a 
bridge 
in a Japanese Tea Gar­ 
den. 
There are 36,624 volumes in the 
library 
collections. Each 
month 
the library receives 125 periodi­ 
cals which include all the popu­ 
lar magazines, government publi­ 
cations, church publications, the 
house-organs of various industrial 
and 
commercial 
organizations, 
and five newspapers. Last year 
2948 volumes w’ere added to the 
library and 484 volumes were dis­ 
carded. Over 400 books were re­ 
f u n d and 5,258 were mended at 
the library. 
Registration for the year total­ 
ed 1,919 borrowers.

During 1940 To Aid 


State Charges 


COLUMBUS, Jan. 14 — Ohio’s 
welfare department spent more 
than $75,000,000 in 1940 through 
its various programs and for the 
maintenance of its 23 institutions, 
State Welfare Director Charles L. 
Sherwood reported today. 
The lives of more than 600,000 
persons were affected in some 
measure by the expenditures, of 
w'hich the state furnished $40,- 
995,000 wrhile the rest came from 
federal or local sources. 
Exact 
cost was $75,657,471, of w’hich 
$59,129,471 went for direct poor 
relief and aid for the aged. 
The huge aid for the aged pro­ 
gram resulted in expenditures of 
$34,770,471, an all-time high for 
the program's six years of exist­ 
ence. 
A total of 134,021 recip­ 
ients were on the rolls at the close 
of the year. The state's share of 
this program amounted to about 
$18,000,000. 
Although 
exceeded 
in 
the 
amound of expenditures by the 
aid for the aged program, the di­ 
rect relief program led all others 
in the number of persons aided. 
In February of 1940 the relief 
rolls hit a record peak when 122,- 
186 eases represented 379,823 per­ 
sons on the rolls. 
The total cost 
of this program was $24,359,000, 
of which the state contributed 
$11,450,000. 
The maintenance of the 23 in­ 
stitutions cost the state about 
$9,500,000. including about $700,- 
000 for repairs. 
Nearly 38,000 
persons were listed in the 13 men­ 


tal hospitals, the four penal insti­ 
tutions, 
the 
two 
correctional 
houses, -the Bureau of Juvenile 
Research, the Soldiers’ and Sail­ 
ors’ home, the Madison home for 
war widows, and the Mt. Vernon 
Tuberculosis Sanatorium. 
Aid to 30,000 dependent and 
crippled children and needy blind 
cost a total of $6,808,000, 
of 
w’hich the state furnished $1,845,- 
000. 
About $220,000 was spent In 
maintaining the Ohio Pardon and 
Parole Commission, the Division 
of Pardon and Parole, the Bureau 
of Criminal Identification, and tho 
Ohio Blind Commission.

Doctor Should Diagnose 


The bugaboos of teething may 
stand in the way of really finding 
out what is the matter with a sick 
baby. The baby is sick, and the 
doctor is in a hurry, and somebody 
says the baby is teething, so the 
ex amination is over and every­ 
thing is blamed on the teething. 
The lea l trouble may be a urinary 
infection, or ear infection, or 
something in the throat, or need 
of sunshine and a rearrangement 
of diet; it may be rickets or tet­ 
any. But the “ teething ” legend is 
accepted and a moTe thorough ex ­ 
amination is put off. 
The dentition rash of the skin 
often mentioned is, in the ex peri­ 
ence of good children's specialists, 
a myth. It may be due to too much 
clothing, or improperly laundered 
clothing, or an irrita ting soap, or 
just plain uncleanliness. 
Rubbing the gums where the 
tooth is erupting doesn’t hasten 
the eruption of the tooth anv more 
than rubbing an egg will hasten 
the hatching of a chicken.

• From time immemorial, the 
grandmother in the household has 
prepared for trouble when the 
baby began to “teethe." Anything 
that happened was blamed on th# 
teething. The list of conditions 
due to dentition occupied several 
pages in the old text-books(on the 
care of infants, but as time has 
passed there have been more and

more omissions, until now it is 
quite small. More careful exam­ 
inations and critical analysis of 
cases have made teething of less 
and less importance until it hard­ 
ly has any part in the modern 
pediatrician’s vocabulary. 
Now teething is a physiological 
process. It happens to everybody 
—and nature usually does not 
penalize us for performing per­ 
fectly natural functions in a nor-, 
mal manner. Nature does not pin 
on a hazard to a development in 
the body that is absolutely neces­ 
sary to health and well being. 


Cross Baby 
The baby is cross and fretful. 
Well, all right. So what? The baby 
is also teething. So the crossness 
and fretfulness must be due to the 
teething. Well, suppose the baby 
is cross and fretful and it isn’t 
teething? What are these perfect­ 
ly natural reactions due to then? 
I would like to sec the baby that 
wasn’t cross and fretful some of 
the time. 
The baby drools all the time. 
Isn’t that terrible? It’s because 
the teeth are coming in. It is not 
because of any such thing. It is 
because the salivary glands come 
to full development just ss the 
teeth are coming in. That is when 
they are needed—nature planned 
it that way. The baby hasn’t yet 
learned to control its saliva, so it 
drools. Some people never learn to 
control it, even after they get a 
full set of teeth, including the 
back ones. 
Then give it a teething ring. So 


it can chew on the hard ring. Isn’t 
that a swell idea! If your gums 
were sore it would help a lot to 
have a hard rubber ring to chew 
on, wouldn’t it? 
These very sensible ideas were 
suggested to me by a doctor far 
more experienced in baby han­ 
dling than I am — Dr. Caldwell 
Summers—and they strike me as 
very sound. 
Doctor Should Diagnose 
The bugaboos of teething may 
stand in the way of really finding 
out what is the matter with a sick 
baby. The baby is sick, and the 
doctor is in a hurry, and somebody 
says the baby is teething, so the 
examination is over and every­ 
thing is blamed on the teething. 
The leal trouble may be a urinary 
infection, or ear infection, or 
something in the throat, or need 
of sunshine and a rearrangement 
of diet; it may be rickets or tet­ 
any. But the “ teething’' legend is 
accepted and a more thorough ex­ 
amination is put off. 
The dentition rash of the skin 
often mentioned is, in the experi­ 
ence of good children’s specialists, 
a myth. It may be due to too much 
clothing, or improperly laundered 
clothing, or an irritating soap, or 
just plain uncleanliness. 
Rubbing the gums where the 
tooth is erupting doesn’t hasten 
the eruption of the tooth anv more 
than rubbing an egg will hasten 
the hatching of a chicken.

THE WORST LEAD OF A LL^ 
" 
PLAYERS with any practical 
ex perience know that the under- 
lead of a king in an unbid suit is 
nearly always bad tactics against 
a suit bid.
